I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
FExcellency’s communication of the 18th instant, transmitting the re- 
solutions of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory, complimen- 
tary to the troops of the Gila expedition [ must confess to you and 
through you, totheir hon. bodies, that I had scarcely anticipated, so 
special a mark of their appro: ation. They lay me under a thousand 
obligations: nor have I words to express what I feel at the present 
moment. I am aware, that I am indebted more to their kind feelings 
and friendship, than to any particular merit of mine: yet as they 
have been pleased to make known their approbation in this public

manner, I feel it a duty I owe ta other to say, to my staff 1 owe much, 
very much; from the first, I had their best wishes and most hearty 
co-operation. Grayson, Nichols, Easton and others, had been so atten- 
tive to my most minute wanta, that when I reached my Depot on the 
Gila, I had nothing to desire. General Garland too returning to the 
Department about this time at one assured me of his earnest support, 
and accordingly all my requisitions received his immediate approval. 

Unexpected difficulties with the Navajos shortened my stay in the 
Apache country, yet from what Ican hear, those people appear con- 
vinced that we can reaeh and punish them also when necessary, at 
least I hope that what little has been done may have all the good re- 
sults anticipated. 

As my several columns arrived. at the depot, I found both officers . 
and men animated with so much zeal that I felt most proud of my 
command To théir ugtiring patience and devotion to duty under 
the greatest privations, I am indebted for all the Legistative Assem- 
bly have been pleased to notice. 

My command was assisted under Captains. Chaves and Lucero, with 
a goodly set of our Mexican friends who acconipanied us as spies, 
guides and trailora—muoh may [ thank them for their good services. 

San Vicente with his Pueblos and Sandoval with his Navajos 
were most useful. I commend them to your favor. These Navajos 
are thé same who were with Kearny, Washington and Sumner, 
against their own people; for this their tribe have cast them off; out-
